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1 Introduction 


This document describes Qualcomm CreatePoint. These tools are part of the new distribution 
system, which will eventually replace Documents and Downloads. It provides instructions on 
logging in, navigating and downloading documents, installing git on your system, and performing 
basic and advanced methods of downloading software code, documents, and software tools. This 
document also describes how to contact technical support, if needed. 


1.1 What Is Qualcomm CreatePoint? 


CreatePoint is an integrated solution to distribute software, documents, tools, component 
information, service, and support. It is accessible to all customers for all their distribution needs. 
Users can select tabs within CreatePoint to browse and download deliverables, initiate new 
projects, view approved hardware components, submit components for approval, and obtain 
support. 


Currently, this document covers the Documents and ChipCode aspects of CreatePoint. In the 
future, CreatePoint will offer new services. 


1.2 Logging in 


1. Goto https://createpoint.qti.qualcomm.com and log in using your existing 
support.cdmatech.com credentials. 


2. If you do not have an account, contact your technical account manager (TAM) to obtain your 
company's organization ID (Org ID). Then go to https://support.cdmatech.com and click 
Register.

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2 CreatePoint 


Qualcomm CreatePoint is designed to deliver Qualcomm proprietary documents via the 
Documents tabs. 


CreatePoint is organized into two sections: Hardware (HW) and Software (SW). Hardware 
Documents shows documentation and announcements relevant to hardware only. Software 
Documents (SW) shows documentation related to Qualcomm chips, and organizes software code 
by context. 


For example: 
a MSMS974.LA.1.0 OEM - The MSM8974.LA.1.0 Software Catalog for OEMs 


= MSMS974.LA.1.3 DEVICE MTP — The MSM8974.LA.1.3 Software Catalog for Device 
(MTP) customers 


All the documents and source/binary code associated with each Catalog contain content and 
deliverables that are only applicable to that catalog. There may be documents that exist across 
multiple catalogs for different chipsets, but the intention is to create a space, called a Catalog, 
that only presents material relevant to that software. This is similar to Hardware Documents, 
where only documents related to that piece of hardware are presented, and some of those 
documents may have commonalities between other chipset hardware. 


2.1 Favorites 


Within Hardware Documents and Software Documents, the user has the ability to Favorite one or 
more catalogs. This allows users to quickly return to the catalog they are assigned to or are 
working on without having to filter or navigate to it again on a subsequent login. 
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A user can also Favorite a document and receive email notifications whenever that document 
changes, or Favorite an entire catalog of documents and receive email notifications whenever any 
document in the catalog changes.

2.2 Facets 


Throughout CreatePoint and within Hardware Documents and Software Documents, users are 
able to reduce long lists of Catalogs and other objects by using Facets. Facets are collections of 
objects based on common terms. 


As an example, if you have logged in to Software Documents and only want to see Catalogs 
related to MSM8974, click the checkbox next to that chipset. 


To reduce that list further, 1.e., to Windows Phone catalogs, click that OS on the OS list. 


Finally, if you are only interested in the OEM catalog, select that context from the Context list. 
This leaves you with a minimal set of possible Catalogs, instead of a long list to go through. From 
here, click the Catalog, or mark it as a Favorite for easy access later. 


To start again with all Facets, click Reset All Filters, or uncheck each individual Facet to unfilter 
that item in the navigation view.

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2.3 Filter results 


Another way to reduce long lists of Catalogs is to type keywords or other strings of metadata so 
they only mention certain words. 


1. In the Catalog view, type a string and press Enter, or click Apply to filter the visible 


Catalogs to only those that have metadata in the display matching that string. 


For example, if you type Windows in the Filter Results field and press Enter, Software 
Documents will reduce the list to those Catalogs that mention Windows. Then the user can 
use Facets to further reduce the list, if necessary.

Hardware Documents Catalogs do not link to Release Notes, so it is normal to nof see a 
Documents tab when viewing a Hardware Documents Catalog. Instead, Hardware Documents 
Catalogs typically link to Announcements” documents. 
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2.12 Links to ChipCode 


ChipCode is where the software source and binary code repositories are stored. ChipCode is 
accessible directly; however, the CreatePoint and Software Documents section is designed to link 
users directly to the ChipCode repository that matches the Context-specific Catalog they are 
viewing. This is how CreatePoint and Documents organize software documents and code together 
in one location. 


Each Software Documents Catalog points to one or more software code git repositories that hold 
the code. Like Release Notes, there is a tab for ChipCode in the Software Documents Catalog.

Hardware Documents Catalogs do not link to ChipCode, so it is normal to not see a Documents 
tab when viewing a Hardware Documents Catalog. 
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2.13 Search 


Each Catalog has its own Search tab. From here, you can enter full text search strings and 
CreatePoint will return document links and descriptions that match those search strings on 
documents that are within the current Catalog Context only. 


For example, if you are viewing the MSM8626.LA.1.0 OEM Catalog, and want to find all 
documents within that Catalog which mention QCCI, type OCCT in the Search field and press 
Enter (on the keyboard) or press Search. The results are displayed below.

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3.1 Git client installation 


To download software code, you need to use git. Gitis a free, open source-distributed version 
control system designed to handle everything from small to very large projects with speed and 
efficiency. Git is easy to learn and has a tiny footprint with lightning fast performance. Git 
supports the following operating systems:

Linux

The git installer is available from http://code.google.com/p/msysgit/downloads/list or 
http://git-scm.com/downloads. This user guide demonstrates the use of git on a Windows 7 
computer. Git includes the following git tools: 


Git GUI — A portable graphical interface to git. Documentation for this tool is available from 
http://code.google.com/p/msysgit/downloads/list or http://git-scm.com/docs/git-gui. Git GUI 
can be used in the event that you do not want to script the pulls via command line. 


gitk — A git repository browser for local machines. Documentation for this tool is available 
from http://git-scm.com/docs/gitk. 


Git BASH — A Bash prompt with access to git. Use Git BASH to navigate your local drive 
using the cd command to move to your project directory. You will have access to a number of 
UNIX command line tools that you may already be familiar with from Linux or BSD. 


Git GUI and gitk are both GUI tools. For command line operation of git, use Git BASH. The 
choice of GUI or command line operation is up to you. For illustrative purposes, Git BASH is 
used for the majority of examples in this document.

3.2.2 gitk 


The optional gitk tool displays the changes in a repository or in a selected set of commits. This 
includes visualizing the commit graph, showing information related to each commit, and 
displaying the files in the trees of each revision. Use of gitk is not required for 

Qualcomm ChipCode; however, experienced git users may find it useful. Figure 3-1 illustrates a 
basic repository in gitk.

Commit author — Identifies the user who committed the change. 


The most recent 
commit displays at the top of the list. The yellow dot next to the top commit, referred to as 
Head, indicates that is the snapshot currently in your local working folder. 


SHA ID of selected commit — Displays the unique identifier, similar to subversion revision 


number, of the selected commit. In this example, the second commit was selected in the 


upper pane.

3.2.3 Git BASH 


The Git BASH tool is a Bash prompt with access to git. From here, you will be able to navigate 
your local drive with the cd command and move to the project directory.

3.3 Configure git — Customize the git install 


The basic git installation, http://git-scm.com/book/en/Getting-Started-First-Time-Git-Setup, 
should be all you need to do in order to download from Qualcomm ChipCode. Clone and Pull 
commands will challenge you for account credentials. Additional git customizations may be made 
in the future in the event that additional git features are used, e.g., 1f you want to associate an 
identity to the user space.

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3.4 Network security requirements 


3.4.1 Network security — Supported servers, ports, and protocols 


For ports and protocols for web browsing and git, Qualcomm ChipCode uses git over HTTPS 
(HTTP over SSL on port 443) for downloading (Clones and Pulls). Requests made on port 80 
(HTTP) automatically redirect to port 443. 


No other ports are used at this time, and the URLs in the CLONE and PULL commands will be in 
git clone http://qualcommserver format, rather than git clone git://qualcommserver, which fails to 
go through most restrictive firewalls. 


3.4.2 RSS security 


RSS feeds will require authentication; they are not public feeds. They are encrypted over a Secure 
Sockets Layer (SSL). RSS permissions are associated with projects to which the user has access.

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3.7 Distribution types 


After initial setup and clone, you can switch to an update or service branch easily using the git 


checkout command. 


3.7.1 Branching from master 


Delivery of different types of distributions is supported via branching in git. The following is an 
example of how branching works in git. 


Referring to Figure 3-10 as an example, the master branch has branched off at 1022 to create 
10220100. The new branch is called 1022010. A subsequent release at 10220100 is named 
10220101. Assume that 10220101 fails acceptance, then another branch is created off of 
10220100 called 10220100A. Assume that 10220100A fails, then we fall back to 10220100. Now 
assume that 10220100 fails too, so we fall back to 1022 and ultimately create another parallel 
branch off of 1022 called 10220200. At the same time, 1023 and 1024 were released on the 
master branch in parallel.

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3.7.2 Service distributions 


Service distributions are branches tagged with specific nomenclatures. They replace SBAs that 
are proposed fix and debug code SBA types. Service distributions are branches from specific 
releases they are meant to fix. 


Service distribution branches are in the format: 


«service indicator? «case number^.«service task number? 


Service distribution release tags are in the format: 


<release>.<spin>.<case_number>.<service_task_number>.<try> 


As an example: 


You receive a service distribution for base release r18030305.2 
You requested the service for case number 01512907 

The task number assigned to the case is 1129 

The first build try distributed to you is number 1 

Therefore, the branch that appears in ChipCode is.S01512907.1129

3.7.2.1 Service distribution prerequisites 


Case type and project requirements 

Service distributions are requested and tracked in your case in Salesforce. Only wireless device 
support cases with an associated project are eligible for service distributions. 

ChipCode requirement 


Service distributions require a baseline build already available to your company in ChipCode and 
are only possible when there is a build to service in ChipCode. 


3.7.2.2 Service distribution workflow 


Service distributions are created and managed between the Salesforce and ChipCode systems as 
follows: 


1. Report an issue in a case in Salesforce at: https://support.cdmatech.com > Cases. 


2. A Qualcomm CE determines whether to provide a Debug Code or Proposed Fix and then 
opens a Service Task for the case. 
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3. A Service Task appears in the case with details about the request.

3.7.2.3 Service distribution access 


Code downloaders 


Service distributions are available to all software code downloaders in ChipCode, the same as 
other releases. 
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Branch locations 


Service distribution branches are listed with all other branches in your repository. 


3.7.2.4 Git commands 


The same repository that carries the baseline software product and regular software releases also 
carries the service distribution branches and release tags. 


Similar to how CPLs work, service distributions have their own branch per case and service task 
number with one or more release tags, depending on how many service distribution iterations are 
executed. 


Receiving service distribution branches and release tags is automatic. You do not need to change 
any of the commands or methods you currently use to receive software updates. 


To receive service distribution branches and release tags in your local repository that you have 
already cloned, continue executing git pull — rebase commands and the service distributions will 
be included. 


The service distribution branches will be visible after the pull is completed by using the same git 
branch — a command that you would use to see available CPL branches in your local repository. 
Then, you can switch to that branch by using git checkout «branch» command. 


Once you have checked out that branch, you can view available tags by using git tag — n1 and see 
the available service distribution tries. 


When you have found the service distribution release tag (try) for the code you want, use git 
checkout again to switch to that specific service distribution. 


After the checkout is complete, the files on your disk will be the entire service distribution and all 
other files on the release the service is based on (buildable). If you want just the files that have 
changed, use the ZIP file feature on the ChipCode web UI. (See ZIP file support section below.) 


If you are cloning a repository for the first time, the same git clone <URL> command applies; 
there is nothing different you need to do when cloning a repository to receive either baseline or 
service distributions. 


ZIP file support 


ChipCode has the ability to download a ZIP file that contains only the changed files (delta) 
between the from and to releases or branch tips. On the Files tab, look to the right of the SHOWN 
tag. There is a checkbox to enable if you want ChipCode to produce a file based on significant 
differences only.

Formats 


All distros that your company has access to for a baseline software product will be fed the service 
distribution. That is, 1f you request a service distribution in the form of source code for a 
particular file or set of files, the service distribution will also automatically build the binary 
equivalent libraries and files on the device distro. 


For example, if you have two distros for a specific software product, one source and the other 
binary, and you request and receive a service distribution for the source code only, you will also 
see a service distribution branch and release tag matching the source code distro on the binary 
code distro. 


Checking out a specific branch 


In this example, release 102270 was released. A range of releases can be retrieved for review 
using the git fetch command. You can switch to release 102270 using the git checkout «branch 
name> command.

Table 3-1 Common git commands 


Command Description 


git clone = Clones the entire repository into a newly created directory 
= Done when setting up the project for the first time 
* Downloads entire image 


git pull --rebase * Pulls down updated code only from the repository 
= Rebase option always forces re-indexing of your local repository 
= Using rebase with every git pull command is strongly recommended 


git checkout «branch» = Checks out a branch to the working tree 


git fetch <branchX:branchY> * Same as PULL, but without the MERGE 
= Use to examine before accepting 


The following example shows a git fetch command, taking a range of branches from the origin. 
The range happens to be just one branch version; 102270. 


After the branch version 102270 is fetched, you can switch to that branch to explore the files by 
sending the git checkout command and specifying the branch name 102270. 


Note that the branch indicator has changed from master to 102270, as the user has been placed 
into that branch for work. 
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3.9 Advanced git commands - Cloning a specific branch 


git clone —b «branch name» 


This command clones the entire repository into a newly created directory and places it in the 
specified branch. This can be done when setting up the project for the first time. This is 
equivalent to a clone followed by a checkout to a specific branch. 


This is convenient for when you are to start work on a specific branch only, not necessarily the 
latest. This may be the situation when your project has entered the Technical Acceptance (TA) 
state and you are waiting to accept targeted changes on newer releases (master).
